In  discussing   the   question  of  coffee  pro- 
duction,   the   Con-do  Pauhlano  of  the  30th 
ultimo  lays  down  some  very  good  doctrine 
for  the  benefit  of  its  readers.      After  quoting 
some  remarks   of  a  colleague  on  the  great 
fertility  of  some  of  the  new  districts  and  on 
the   expected  action  of  the  government  in 
the  matter  of  reduced    freights,    the  Gov™ 
remarks  that  it  should  not  he  forgotten  that 
the  best  way   to  meet   the   present   crisis  is 
not  to  abandon  the  contest,  but  to  overcome 
foreign    competition    through    the    superior 
quality  and    preparation    of  the     Brazilian 
product.     Instead    of  seeking  to    produce 
enormous  crops,   as  has  heretofore  been  the 
rule,  more  attention  should  be  given  to  the 
preparation  of  the    crop  for  market.     "To 
produce  less,     but   belter."   seems    to    the 
Corriio  to  be   a  wiser   policy  just  now  than 
to  merely  increase   the  quantity.     To  attain 
this  object  a  higher  cultivation    (intmsim) 
is  essential   in  place  of  the    old   system  of 
extended  cultivation  (ixlauha).     The  latter 
has  had  its  day.   with  i'.s  large  areas  scanty 
cultivation,    large   crops,    and   speedily  ex- 
hausted soil.     The  former,  with  its  restricted 
areas,    high  cultivation-,  fertilized    soils,  and 
augmented  product,  must  henceforth  be  the 
system  to  be  followed.     The  object  of   the 
industry,  as  in  all  others,  should  be  quality 
instead  of  quantity.     And  in  this  the  Corriio 
is  perfectly  right.     One  of  the  first  steps  to 
be  taken  to  meet  the    present  crisis  in  the 
coffee   trade    is     an    improvement    111    the 
quality   of  the   product.     The  day  ol  high 
prices  has  gone  by.    never  to  return.      It  is 
possible   that  war  or  die  failure  of  a  crop 
may  bring  about  a  temporary   rise  in  prices, 
but  like   the   permanent   face  ol  prices  on 
wheat  following    the   enormous    production 
in  the   Mississippi   basin,  it   is    evident  that 
coffee  lias  gone  down  to  remain.     The  only 
remedy,   therefore,   is  to  decrease   the  costs 
of  production,  and    to    increase  the  quality 
of  the   product  so  as  to  command  the  best 
and  largest  market.     It  is  a  very  general  trait 
among  men  -anti  a  good  one   withall— to 
be  willing  to  pay  a   better  price  for  a  better 
article,  and  it  is  just  this  trait  of  character 
to  which  the  Brazilian  planter  should  appeal. 
With  such    an    effort    the  government    can 
have  no  part,    and   the  planter   is    wasting 
time  in  expecting  it      The  most  the  govern- 
ment can    do  is  to  abolish  its  export  duties, 
and  to  reform  its  legislation  which  discrim- 
inates against   small  planters.     In  general 
terms,    the   greater   the    number    of  small 
producers  the  better  will  be  the  product,  lor 
the  small    planter    will   employ    a   higher

compared   with    that  ol  Paraguay,  or  —  in 
an    extreme   case  —  it  might   abolish  t  the 
Brazilian  export  tax  altogether.     This,  how- 
ever,   is   quite  out   of  the  question.     The 
government    has   just     taken     2   per    cent, 
nil  of  ibis  tax.  in  connection    with    cotton, 
sugar  and  coffee,  and  the  loss  has  been  so 
great    to    the    imperial   revenue    that   an 
additional     "  10  per  cent."   has  been    put 
upon    imports,    and    the  ware  bouse    taxes 
have  been  largely  increased.  Were  the  exp  at 
duty  of  1%  on  male  lobe  abolished,  there 
is  no  telling  what  might  happen  to  imports. 
It  is  against  both  tradition  and  established 
usage  to  let  up  on  one  single   lax,  or  rale  ol 
taxation.     The   precedent   would  be    fatal. 
And    then,   were  the   malt  gatherers   to  be 
exempted   from  export  taxation  because  ol 
Paraguayan    competition,   the   cattle-raisers 
would  claim  a  similar  exemption  on  jerked 
beef   because    of  Platine   competition,   die 
cotton-growers  because   of  American  com- 
petition, and  die  sugar-planters  because  ol 
Cuban    competition.       Under   the     existing 
system  — that  cf  extreme   taxation  on   bulb 
imports  and   exports— the  only  sale  way  is 
to  open  the   public   treasury  to  all  crippled 
industries,    and   to  keep  up  the  taxes  to  the 
notch,  even  "if  we  don't  make  a  cent.'

On'  the  afternoon  of  the  22nd  ultimo  the 
merchants  of  Bahia  met  at  the  rooms  of  the 
Commercial    Association    for  the  purpose  of 
drawing   up  a   form  d    protest   against  the 
continued  imposition  of  additional  provincial 
duties  on  imports.     Although   the  govern- 
ment had  promptly  acceded  to  the  demands 
of  the   merchants  ol  Pemambuco  and  hail 
suspended  a  similar   tax,  the  same   impost 
remained   irr   force   at  Bahia,  and  no  steps 
whatever  had  been  taken  to  abolish  it.      It  is 
true  that  the  last  General  .Assembly  enacted 
that  the   provinces  should  not  impose  taxes 
ol    this  character,  hut  .still  the  merchants  of 
Bahia  were  called  upon  to  ply  the  obnoxious 
and    doubly    illegal    "10    per    cent."     The 
result   of  their  meeting  on  [he  22nd  ultimo 
was  a  resolution— signed  by  three  hundred 
merchants— not  to  dispatch  any  more  goods 
until    the   suspension    of  [lie    tax,    and    to 
petition     the    government    for    relief.      Ail 
business  was  at  once   brought  to  a  halt, 
Xo  more  goods  were  taken  out  of  the  custom 
bouse  :     the    steamship    companies     were 
embarrassed    because    of   the   sudden   ac- 
cumulation   ol"  goods  in   the  lighters  ;  and 
there    was  air  abrupt  suspension  ofall  classes 
ol   labor  dependent    upon  the   moving  ol 
imported   goods.      Telegrams  were  at  once 
sent  to  [he    imperial  government  asking  that 
the   tax    he  supended,  and  that  the  import- 
ers of  Bahia   he    relieved    from   a  tax  both 
illegal    and  discriminating.      On  the   24th 
toe  prime  minister  informed  the  president 
of  Bahia  that  the  imperial  government  could 
do  nothing  in  die  matter,  and  that  the  solu- 
tion depends  upon  the  provincial  assembly. 
This  resolution  was  an  express  abandonment 
of  the  position  assumed  ill  the  Pemambuco 
case.     Our    readers  will   remember  that  the 
response  of  the  government  to  the  protest  of 
the    Pemambuco    merchants    was    an   im- 
mediate   suspension    of    the    tax,    on   the 
grounds  of  its    unconstitutionality.     The 
precedent  once  established,  all    merchants 
were    equally    entitled      to    its    protection. 
Since  tire  Pemambuco  case,  however,  the 
General    Assembly  has   enacted  an  express 
prohibition  upon  all  such  provincial  imposts, 
thus  making  their  further  imposition  doubly 
illegal   and  strengthening  the  hands   of  the 
general   government   in    their    suppression. 
Notwithstanding     all     this,      the     ministry 
deliberately  goes  back  on  its  previous  action, 
and    denies    the    relief    demanded     by    the 
merchants  of  Bahia.     The    two   eases  arc 
exactly    identical— the  taxes  being  the  same 
both    as    to  character    and    amount.       The 
case  of  Bahia  is  even  stronger  than  its  pre- 
decessor  as    it   has  a  subsequent  legislative 
prohibition    oil  all    such    taxes.      And    yet 
the  'government    refuses    to    interfere,    and 
relegates    the  muter  to   the    provincial  as- 
sembly.    In  other   words,  the  imperial  gov- 
ernment whose  constitution  and  laws  have 
been  broken,  refers  the  whole  matter  to  this 
very   law-breaker   lor  settlement.     A  mure 
impotent  solution   of  an  important  matter 
can  not  be  Imagined,     We  are  glad  to  note, 
however,  that  the  Bahia  importers  held  (inn, 
and  that   a  satisfactory  compromise  with  die 
president,  of  that  province  has  been  effected. 
^n  consideration   of  the   demands  of  com- 
merce, and  of  the  justice  of  the  claims  put 
forward  by  the  merchants,    the  president  lias 
suspended  the  tax    until  the  meeting  of  the 
Provincial  assembly,  which   is  called  for  the 


10th  instant.  During  this  interval  the 
merchants  will  dispatch  their  goods  free 
from  the  additional  provincial  tax,  and 
business  will  be  resumed.  It  is  to  be  hoped 
that  the  provincial  assembly  will  lose  no 
time  in  abolishing  the  obnoxious  tax  and 
in  satisfying  the  just  claims  tifthe  mercantile 
classes.  Should  it  refuse,  however,  or  fail 
to  enact  the  requisite  repeal,  the  difficulties 
will  be  even  greater  than  at  present.  The 
general  government  having  abdicated  its 
powers,  and  the  provincial  legislature  feel- 
ing inclined  to  collect  the  impost  Justus 
long  as  it  can  be  done,  the  merchants  will 
be  placed  in  a  most  embarrassing  position. 
Knowing  that  their  claims  are  just  and  that 
the  tax  is  illegal,  they  will  have  no  redress 
whatever.  Were  there  a  competent  court  to 
which  they  could  appeal,  or  bad  the  general 
government  retained  its  power  to  settle  dis- 
putes of  this  character,  there  would  then  be- 
some  recourse  for  them,  but  as  it  now 
stands  they  have  nothing  „r  the  soil.  For 
protection  against  an  encroachment  they  are 
referred  to  die  encroaching  power  itself,'  and 
there  abandoned.  The  case  reflects  very 
little  credit  upon  the  Puranagua  ministry.

bought  an  inferior  article  for  10%  over  the 
price  quoted  in  the  leading  commercial 
newspaper?  We  sincerely  hope  that  your 
exposure  of  the  irregularities  contained  in 
the  Jamais  commercial  columns  will  have 
the  effect  of  making  that  paper's  reporters 
seek  lor  confirmation  of  what  they  are  told 
before  they  publish  it.

As  we  have  before  said,  we  do  not  say 
these  things  in  a  carping  or  unfriendly 
spirit.  In  common  with  hundreds  of  others 
we  have  been  misled  by  the  Jornats  incor- 
rect statistics,  and  that  too  through  the  belief 
that  so  wealthy  and  influential  a  sheet  could 
not  be  mistaken.  Its  professional  pride, 
if  nothing  else,  should  naturally  lead  to 
Ihe  realization  of  the  best  possible  journal- 
istic work,  instead  of  the  poorest.  Knowing 
that  it  is  the  foremost  among  Brazilian 
journals,  a  foreigner  would  expect  nothing 
else.  Instead  of  this  we  find  daily  errors  of 
the  character  above  given,  and  others  of  a 
kind  which  no  self-respecting  journal  should 
tolerate  for  one  single  moment. 

That  our  collections  and  [hose  like  the 
above  will  improve  the  commercial  work  on 
the  Jornal  we  are  compelled  to  doubt.

We  have  no  purpose  at  this  time  to  enter 
into  any  discussion  of  Baron  Hlibner's 
views  of  Brazil,  for  the  simple  reason  that 
we  have  only  a  few  extracts  ot  them  which 
have  already  passctl  through  one  or  two 
translations.  From  these  extracts,  however, 
it  is  manifest  that  his  observations  were 
most  superficial  in  character,  and  are  full 
of  the  grossest  errors.  If  the  Figaro  does 
not  misrepresent  him,  he  has  been  telling 
the  European  public  that  he  found  here  an 
intelligent,  spirited,  brave,  progressive,  highly 
civilized  nation  which  willingly  receives  for- 
eign elements  whose  value  is  fully  apprec- 
iated. Above  all  things  he  found  Brazil  to 
be  a  charitable  nation,  for  she  excels  all 
other  countries  in  alleviating  want  and  suf- 
fering. He  slates  that  beggars  are  very 
rarely  seen  in  Rio  tie  Janeiro,  and  was 
informed  that  this  is  also  the  case  in  the 
provinces.  He  was 'also  informed  that 
police  agents,  so  common  in  Europe,  are 
likewise  rarely  seen  throughout  the  interior, 
and  asserts  that  there  reigns  a  most  perfect 
concord  in  all  parts  ot  the  empire. 

There  can  be  no  criticism,  of  course, 
upon  those  impressions  of  the  eminent  trav- 
eler growing  out  of  his  reception  at  the 
palace,  and  by  the  many  officials  and 
prominent  personages  whose  hospitality  he 
enjoyed  here.  All  that  is  perfectly  natural, 
and  will  lead  no  one  into  error.  But  when 
Baron  Hubner  tells  a  foreign  public  that 
beggars,  and  police  agents  are  rarelv  seen 
in  Brazil,  he  either  proves  himself 'a  very 
defective  observer,  or  a  very  untrustworthy 
narrator.  If  his  observations  are  all  of  this 
character,  his  narrative  will  hardly  be  worth 
the  paper  it  is  written  upon.  In  respect  to 
the  reception  of  foreigners,  Baron  Hubner 
is  certainly  statesman  enough  to  know  that 
his  statement  must  either  be  modified  or  it 
will  be  dangerously  misleading.  In  the 
sense  intended,  that  of  pure  hospitality 
toward  a  guest,  he  is  certainly  right,  and 
Ins  praises  are  not  overdrawn.  A  traveler  will 
fiixl  this  one  or  the  most  hospitable  countries 
in  the  world.  In  a  political  sense,  however, 
his  unqualified  assertion  is  radically  mislead- 
ing. Hail  he  read  the  speeches  upon  the 
electoral  reform  bill  as  to  the  propriety  of 
admitting  naturalized  foreigners  to  full 
citizenship,  and  the  assertions  ofan  eminent 
senator  that  a  foreigner  could  not  becom» 
a  Brazilian  at  heart,  and  had  he  exper- 
ienced the  frequent  jealousies  and  obit  teles 
placed  in  the  way  of  a  foreigner  who  se'ks 
lobe  something  more  than  a  m -.china,  ."he 
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would  then  have  known  how  unwillingly 
this  foreign  element  is   sometimes  received. 
A  great   deal  of  harm   has  already  been 
done  to  Brazil  through  this  class  of  writing, 
and  more  is  sure  to  grow  out  of  the  er- 
roneous statements  of  so  eminent  an  author- 
ity  as   Baron  Hiibner.     The   rose-colored 
pictures    of  the    Rev.    Mr.    Fletcher   have 
done  infinite  harm  in  their  way,  and  much 
more  is  sure  to  result  from  those  of  a  man 
like  the  one  under  consideration.     Brazil  is 
so  good  a  country  that  she  needs  no  puf- 
fing of  this   character   to  jive  her  standing 
in  the  eyes  of  the  world.     If  emigrants  are 
to  be  induced  to  come  here,  or  capitalists  to 
invest  their  money  here,  it  is  best  tlrat  they 
do  it  with    their  eyes    fully  open  and  with 
their    minds    free   from  all  misconception. 
Besides   that,    it  is  no  kindness   to  Brazil- 
ians themselves,   for   it   simply  perpetuates 
the  errors  into  which   they  have  fallen  and 
postpones  the  many   reforms  which    are  so 
.  urgently  needed  to  give  the  besttlnd  high- 
est development  to  their  country. 

SLAVE  SALES. 
Two  of  the  most  shameful  announcements 
which  have  ever  come  under  our  notice 
appeared  in  a  newspaper  of  this  city  on 
the  25th  and  26th  ult.  The  first  was  the 
advertisement  of  the  sale  of  some  slaves 
at  S.  Fidelis,  province  of  Rio  de  Janeiro, 
belonging  to  the  estate  of  a  deceased  plan- 
ter, whose  effects  were  to  be  judicially  sold 
under  an  execution  held  by  the  Banco  do 
Brazil,  and  the  advertisement  was  signed  by 
a/Mi'  municipal.  Among  others  were  the 
following  slaves  whose  ages  and  physical 
condition  better  lit  them  for  the  asylum 
than  the  slave  block  :

It  will  be  seen  that  the  whole  lot  01  six 
slaves  is  judicially  valued  at  only  160$,  and 
not  one  of  them  is  in  a  condition  to  work 
or  render  any  effective  service.  Now,  who 
will  care  to  buysuch  property  1  Freedom 
will  be  useless  to  people  such  as  these,  and 
il  no  one  will  buy  them  from  charily,  what 
is  to  become  of  them  ? 

The  second  advertisement  contains  a  list 
ol  six  Africans,  to  lie  sold  at  Valenca.  all 
imported  since  the  anti-slave  trade  convention 
of  1831.  In  justice  they  should  he  free. 
And  then  comes  a  list  of  claim  aged  slaves 
valued  al  5$ooo  tachl  Poor,  wretched,  old 
creatures-the  youngest  67  years  and  the 
eldest  88  years  ol  age— what  unhappy  fate 
can  condemn  them  to  the  slave  block  a' 
their  time  of  lite  !  Death  alone  should  be 
the  bidder  in  such  a  sale  '.

Polly  left  Victoria,  province 
of  Esptrito  Santo,  on  the  18th  ult.,  with  a  cargo  of 
5,300  bags  of  coffee,  direct  for   Lisbon. 

—Twenty  slaves  were  liberated  at  Passos,  Minas 
Geraes,  on  the  17th  ult..  at  an  aggregate  «»«  of 

I9,SoO$,  of  which  2,924s  were  from  their  private 
savings. 

—The  capital  of  Matto  Grosso,  Cuiaba,  il  having 
a  system  of  water  works  constructed  at  a  coSt  to 
the  province  of  l68,oooS. 

—The  re- discovery  of  that  old  coal  mine  near 
the  Ipanema  iron  foundry  is  announced.  This 
important  discovery  is  becoming  just  a  little 
monotonous. 


—The  first  central  coffee  cleaning  mill  in  the  prov, 
ince  or  Espmto  Santo,  thai  at  Porto  do  Cachoeiro 
de  Santa  Leopoldina,  will  be  formally  inaugurated 
on  the  6th  or  7th  inst, 

-The  Companhia  Nacional  has  purchased  the 
steamer  Httmaytd  for  the  Ugoa  das  Palos  ser- 
vice between  Rio  Grande  and  Porto  Alegre.  The 
price   paid   was    70,000$, 

—Late  mail  advices  from  the  province  of  Esptrito 
Santo  report  the  assassination  at  Itabapoana  of  Capt. 
Antonio  Gomes  da  Silveira  e  Soma  by  some  of 
his  slaves.  A  friend  of  the  victim  was  gravely 
wounded  on  the  same  occasion. 

—In  viewof  the  promise  of  the  president  of  Bahia 
that  import  duties  should  not  be  collected  until  the 
provincial  assembly  had  solved  the  question,  the 
merchants  of  Bnhia  have  finally  agreed  to  dispatch 
their  goods.  The  firmness  of  lb-  Bahia  merchants 
is  worthy  of  the  highest  praise. 

—The  Gaaeta,  of  Campinas,  Sao  Paulo,  of  the 
28th  inst.,  was  shown  an  onion  weighing  over 
700  grammes.  This  leads  dm  Gazeta  to  remark 
that  "it  seems  incredible  thai  a  country  which 
ean  produce  them  in  great  abundance  for  the 
supply  of  its  own  markets,  should  still  import 
onions   from  .abroad   lor   its   consumption.'' 

-The  DhibdeSaafazA  the  24th  ult.  .stales  that 
a  movement  is  on  foot  among  some  of  the  merch- 
antsoftbat  city  to  change  their  residence  to  S.  Paulo. 
They  expect  to  secure  the  running  of  an  express 
lr[lin,  by  which  they  can  leave  Sao  Paulo  at 
6  and  arrive  at  Santo.-,  al  S  a  m.  Hie  evening  tram 
will  leave  Santos  at  4  and  arrive  at  Sao  1'aulo  at 
6  p.  m. 

—A  large  meeting  of  merchants  was  held  at 
Bahia  on  the  afternoon  of  the  22nd  nil.  to  adopt 
measures  against  the  further  payment  of  illegal 
provincial  import  duties.  An  agreement  not  to 
dispatch  any  more  goods  until  the  tax  is  repealed, 
was  signed  by  300  merchants.  The  greatest  de- 
termination prevailed.  A  formal  protest  was  sent 
to  the  imperial  government 

—Thirty-two  Indians  are  now  visiting  Sao  Paulo 
for  the  propose  of  asking  agricultural  lands  on  the 
Serra  do  Cubatao.  They  me  now  living  on  the 
Serra  do  Mambd,  about  12  leagues  from  Santos, 
where  they  derive  a  wretched  subsistence  from 
fishing.  The  party  consists  of  S  men.  10  women 
and  14  children.  6  children  dying  daring  the  journey 
through  fatigue  and  privation. 

—  A  slave  belonging  to  Luiz  jo-.'  da  Siiva  lava- 
res,  named  Liberato,  committed  suicide  on  the  121I1 
ult.  in  the  public  jail  al  Campos,  where  he  had  bc<  n 
imprisoned  by  his  master.  He  first  cut  his  throat. 
with  a  piece  of  iron.  This  proving  insufficient,  he 
actually  thrust  his  lingers  into  the  wound  and  tore 
his  throat  open  by  sheer  strength.  Even  so  terrible 
a  death  was  preferable  to  slavery. 

—Several  of  the  new  coffee  districts  of  Sao 
Paulo  are  turning  out  enormous  crops,  An  ex- 
ample of  lids  is  gi  «n  by  the  Gazeta,  of  Campinas, 
which  states  that  in  the  municipality  of  Jahtl  a 
coffee  orchard  of  40.000  trees,  belonging  lo 
sir.  Floriano  Serra.  lias  produced  12,000  arrobas, 
and  that  another  of  130,000  trees,  just  beginning 
to  bear,  belonging  lo  the  Elizeus  boys,  has  pro- 
duced 25,000  arrobas.  This  gives  an  average  of 
9.6  pounds  per  tree  for  the  first,  ami  a  trifle  over 
6  pounds  for  the   second, 

—A  considerable  opposition  has  been  aroused 
in  the  province  of  S.  Paulo  agahisl  the  decision  of 
the  provincial  government  to  apply  the  proceeds 
ol  theYpiranga  lottery  to  the  founding  of  a  prim- 
ary school.  The  miasure  is  said  to  be  a  violation 
of  a  law  of  last  year,  which  specified  thai  the 
money  should  he  devoted  to  the  founding  of  a 
lvceum.  The  municipal  council  of  Campinas  has 
unanimously  adopted  a  protect  against  the  primary- 
school    scheme. 

—The  prices  adopted  at  the  new  central  culTec- 
cleaning  factory  at  Porto  do  Cachoeiro,  Espmto 
Santo,  "are  as  follows :  for  completion  of  dry- 
I  ing.  cleaning,  hulling,  and  grading  according 
to  size,  800  reis  per  15  kilos;  for  burnishing,

kilos.  The  price  for  putting  in  sacks  (sacks 
not  furnished  by  factory),  So  reis  per  sack.  This 
maucs  a  cost  of4$oS>  per  bag  for  the  best 
prepared  coffee,  ami  3$2»o  lor  the    lowest. 

— The  Pkrio  de  Santos  otVae  29th  ult.  relates 
that  a  police  inspector  at  Cubatao  telegraphed  to 
the  police  sttb-delegado  of  Santos  on  the  271I1  that 
a  foreigner  had  been  found  at  Rio  das  Pedras.  two 
leagues  from  Cubatao,  dying  of  hunger.  He  bad 
been  1 7  days  without  food.  The  Santos  sub-dtle- 
ga.ii'  then  com  mil  ideated  the  case  to  the  chitfof 
police  at  S.Paulo,  asking  that  measures  should  he 
taken  lo  relieve  the  poor  stranger.  The  Dmrio 
was  not  informed  whether  the  chief  of  police 
would  feel  competent  to  act  without  first  consulting 
the  president  of  theprovince,  who  in  turn  wooldap- 
ply  10  the  ministers  of  justice  and  finance,  in  the 
meantime  the  poor  fellow  is  starving  right  straight 
along.

At  latest  advices  120,000$  had  been 
subscribed. 

-The  provincial  assembly  ol  Parana  adopted 
a  vole  or  thanks  on  the  1st  inst.  to  banco  de 
Araujo  Ferraz  for  his  great  service  111  placing  a 
loan  of  632,000$  of  that  province  with  the 
banco  do    Brazil. 

—The  merchants  of  Paranagua,  province  of 
Parana,  held  a  meeting  on  the  isi  instant  to  protest 
against  tin-  new  tax  Oil  sales.  They  sent  a  tele- 
gram to  the  government  asking  for  the  immediate 
suspension    of    the    tax. 

—A  number  of  students  in  the  various  colleges 
at  S.  Paulo  have  published  their  belief  that  "free- 
dom of  thought  is  the  base  of  all  human  dignity." 
The  movement  seems  to  have  grown  out  of  the 
positivist    movement    in  the   schools. 

-The  Commercw  of  Igtupe,  S.  Paulo,  is  advocat- 
ing the  establishment  of  a  central  rice-cleaning  mill 
in  that  municipality.  The  production  of  vice  at 
Iguape  ought  to  be  an  important  industry,  as  the 
piaiity  of  the  product  is  of  a  verysuperiorcharacter. 
—The  president  of  the  province  of  Rio  de  Janeiro 
ha-  vetoed  the  budget  bid  lately  passed  by  the 
provincial  assembly  on  the  ground  that  several  of 
ils  provisions  are  inimical  to  the  hitercsls  of  the 
province.

The  new  plan  provides  for  lotteries  of  120,000$ 
each,  with  1,700  prizes  aggregating  75,600$,  6,000 
tickets,  a  benefit  of  11,100$,  ami  a  tax  revenue  to  the 
Stale  and  its  officers  of  33.300,$. 

—A  movement  is  on  fi>oc  to  have  Brazil  rep- 
resented ai  lhe  coining  horticultural  exhibition  in 
Belgium.  It  is  a  desirable  object  of  course,  but 
after    the    refusal    to    send     representatives    to    the 

iportant  cotton  exhibition  at  Atlanta,  L  nited 
.Slate-,  il  will  seem  just  a  little  inconsistent. 

—  The  minister  of  finance  has  instructed  the 
treasury  inspectors  not  to  receive  stamped  papers  or 
documents,  whose  stamps  have  been  cancelled 
with  dates,  names,  or  any  thin;  foreign  to  what  is 
specifically  required. 

—The  Buenos  Aires  authorities  have  decided  to 
impose  a  quarantine  on  all  vessels  arriving  there 
from  Brazilian  pons.  In  view  of  the  fact  that  we 
have  not  hail  a  ease  of  yellow  fever  here  in  a  long 
time,  this  regulation  seems  just  a  little  too  pre- 
vious. 

— According  to  the  new  water  works  regulations 
the  supply  will  be  obligatory  within  a  specified 
nerimeter,  and  at  the  following  rales:  for  all  build- 
ings renting  at  less  than  Golf  the  supply  will  be 
gratis;  for  buildings  tenting  from  60$  to  300$ 
the  tax  will  be  12$  per  annum;  for  those  renting 
from   joo$   to  600$,  24$  per  annum;  and  for  those 

.riling  from   000$,  to  l,00oS,  36$  per  annum. 

—The  Dtario  do  Brazil  of  the  24I.1  ult.  calls  the 
attention  of  the  city  council  to  the  large  number  of 
dogs  which  infest  this  city,  especially  the  Gloria 
parish,  As  far  as  we  can  calculate  there  are  iyi 
limes  as  many  dogs  in  this  city  as  there  are  men, 
women  ami  children.  A  dog  tax,  instead  of 
further  impositions  on  commerce,  would  be  a 
measure  of  the  highest  statesmanship,  and  would  be 
conducive  to  the  greatest  happiness  of  this  dog- 
pestered  city. 

—It  is  interesting  to  note  that  [he  president  of 
tlie  Villa  Isabel  company  excuses  his  asking  fur  lhe 
Sao  Qirislnvao  line  on  the  ground  that  "  the  idea 
was  suggested  to  the  directory  of  the  Villa  Isabel 
company  by  the  government  having  inserted  the 
Botanical  Garden  lines  among  the  favors  which  it 
would  giv.-  to  the  company  constructing  lhe  Copa- 
cabana  railway-  r'  When  the  government  furnishes 
examples  of  this  character  upon  which  private 
rapacity  can  be  based  and  excused,  il  would 
certainly  seem  to  be  full  lime  fa-  a  little  >ober 
reconsideration  of  the  whole  question  of  privileges 
and  official  interference. 

—The  oldest  compositor  in  this  city  is  probably 
Franci'Co  Jose  1'itla  who  completed  his  71st  year 
on  lhe  =Sth  ult.  He  has  been  employed  in  the 
printing  office  of  Messrs.  if.  Laemmert  &  Co,  for 
the  past  40  years,  and  is  still  to  l;c  found  at  his  case. 
His  associates  covered  his  case  with  flowers  on 
the  anniversary  of  bis  birth,  ami  gave  him  many 
tokens  of  their  esteem.  In  addition  to  this  his  em- 
plovers  have  most  generously  transformed  his  salary 
into  a  pension,  which  will  hereafter  be  paid  regular- 
ly whether  he  works  or  not.  It  is  alike  honorable 
to  both  employer  and  employee  that  so  long  a 
service  should  be  rewarded  in  this  way.

—The  chief  of  police  has  prohibited  the  sale  of 
lottery  tickets  on  the  street  without  license. 
There  is,  however,  no  apparent  abatement  of 
the  nuisance. 

—The  municipal  council  of  this  city  have 
decideil  to  experiment  with  the  electric  light  for 
night  wo  k  in  the  construction  and  repair  ol 
pavements. 

— The  government  lias  appointed  Deputy  Marlim 
Francisco  Filho  to  lhe  presidency  of  the  prov- 
ince of  Espirito  Santo  to  fill  the  vacancy  caused 
by   lhe   resignation   of  Dr.    liiyjez   de   Soiua. 

—The  Brazilian  consul-general  in  London  re- 
commends that  the  exhibition  of  Brazilian  coffee 
samples  at  the  Crystal  Palace  be  continued  six 
months,  and  generously  offers  to  meet  the  expense 
himself. 

—The  city  council  has  notified  the  Cards 
Urbanos  company  that  some  apparatus  must  be 
employed  lo  prevent  disasters  on  its  (racks,  The 
inventor  of  that  scieen  does  not  seem  to  be 
selling    hi,    apparatus    very    rapidly. 

—Helper's  great  scheme  for  uniting  Cape 
Horn  ami  the  North  Pole  by  a  longitudinal, 
double-traek  railway  is  still  to  the  front  in  the 
United  States,  lhe  projector  having  brought  the 
scheme  before  Congress  in  a  petition  for  a  sub 
sidy, 

—  III  considering  the  countries  lo  which  coffee 
samples  shall  be  sent  from  the  last  exhibition, 
the  Centro  da  Lavotira  e  Cominercio  has  resolved 
to  make  a  special  effort  as  regards  Russia.  This 
country    is   a   small   consumer  of  coffee. 

—The  passage  ol  Venus  across  the  disc  of  the  sun 
to-morrow  is  awaited  with  eager  interest.  Tt  is  not 
at  all  likely  that  we  shall  see  the  phenomenon  from 
the  street,  but  the  simple  fact  that  the  Emperor  will 
be  viewing  it  from  the  Observatory,  Mr.  CruJs  from 
Cape  Horn  and  Baron  Teffe  from  the  West  Indies, 
gives  an  interest  lo  it  which  even  ihe  populace  feels. 
For  a  lime  science  will  lake  precedence  over 
politics. 

—According  to  the  latest  statistics  there  are  nOw 
existing  in  Brazil  50  privileges  for  central  usi nes, 
upon  which  the  government  has  conceded  interest 
guarantees  of  6  and  7  per  cent.  The  aggregate 
capital  involved  is  30,050,000$,  of  winch  24,- 
450,000$  is  guaranteed  at  6  percent,  and  5,600,000$ 
at  7  per  cent.  The  maximum  annual  interest 
liability  ol  the  government  on  these  concessions 
is  1,859,000$- 

—In  view  of  the  condemnation  of  a  cargo  of 
flour  brought  into  port  by  a  Baltimore  vessel 
the  David  Stetvarl,  and  of  a  petition  of  the 
owners  for  its  dispatch  for  other  uses  than  that 
of  food,  the  president  of  the  board  of  health 
has  decided  that  the  damaged  flour  can  not  be 
dispatched  and  must  be  destroyed.  The  anxiety 
of  this  official  to  protect  the  public  against  bad 
flour  contrasts  pleasingly  with  his  apathy  in 
the  matter  of  protecting  llie  same  public  against 
small-pox. 

—Some  of  ihe  New  York  papers  have  been 
informed  that  the  Brazilian  coffee  exhibition,  of 
which  a  section  has  been  opened  there,  is  designed 
to  bring  producers  and  consumers  nearer  together, 
and  to  do  away  with  many  unnecessary  inter- 
mediaries. They  wdl  be  surprised  to  learn  that 
the  enterprise  was  originated  and  carried  out  by  the 
coffee  commissaries  of  this  city,  and  never  was  de- 
signed  to   do  away   with   one  single  intermediary, 

—The  number  of  deaths  lrom  small-pox  In  this 
city  from  the  2ist  to  the  30th  ult.,  inclusive,  those 
occurring  on  the  island  hospital  and  at  Tiirujuba  not 
being  reported,  was  54,  making  a  total  of  lot  for 
the  month  of  November.  This  is  4  less  than  the 
total  reported  for  October.  Taking  into  account 
the  number  of  patients  taken  out  of  the  city  during 
lhe  month  under  the  new  regulations,  it  becomes 
evident  that  the  number  of  deaths  must  have  con- 
siderably increased. 

-After  the  removal  of  [he  public  slaughter  house 
to  Santa  Cruz  it  seems  that  several  traitorous 
lurchers  of  this  city  have  been  guilty  ol  having 
beef,  cattle  and  calves  killed  111  lhe  Nilherohy 
slaughter  house,  and  then  smuggling  the  meat 
into  the  city.  Several  have  already  been  fined,  and 
are  now  invited  to  pay  up  amicably,  or  be  publicly 
prosecuted.  The  fiscals  are  instructed  to  use  great 
vigilance  in  preventing  any  other  than  Santa  Cruz 
meat  to  enter  lhe  city.  It  might  spoil  lhe  public 
taste  for  bad  beef.

COMMERCIAL  PROSPECTS  IN 
ECUADOR 
Commercial  prospects  in  Ecuador  are  not  en- 
couraging. Three  out  of  four  of  the  principal 
articles  of  export,  viz.,  cocoa,  ivory  nuts  and 
Peruvian  bark  show  a  large  decline  in  exportation, 
while  the  export  of  the  fourth  —  india  rubber  — 
has  increased.  Up  to  the  present)  however,  no 
measures  have  been  taken  by  the  Government  to 
prevent  the  cutting-down  of  the  trees  producing 
this  article,  and  the  resources  of  the  country  in  this 
respect  are  being  gradually  destroyed.  As  regards 
the  supply  of  Peruvian  bark,  it  is  satisfactory  to 
know  that  large  forests  of  the  best  quality  of  bark 
trees  have  recently  been-  discovered  in  the  interior. 
The  low  price  prevailing  in  Europe  has  curtailed 
the  exportation  of  this  article,  but  supplies  are 
ample,  As  is  the  casein  Costa  Rica,  great  things 
are  expecled  from  the  development  of  the  mining 
industry.— N.  Y.   Commercial  Bulletin,  August  28, 


ENGLAND'S  A  USTRALASIAN  COLONIES. 
The  latest  figures  in  connection  with  the  Austral- 
asian colonies  of  England  are  most  interesting.  It 
seems  that  the  total  area  of  these  southern  regions 
is  3,103,903  square  miles,  with  an  aggregate  popula- 
tion of  1,499,258  males.  The  land  in  actual 
cultivation  was,  in  1880,6,371,238  acres,  and  the 
agricultural  produce  amounted  to  36,346,950  bushels 
of  -wheat,  17,766,875  bushels  of  oats,  3,506,191  of 
barley,  and  6,335,239  of  maize.  In  addition,  there 
were  produced  424.155  tons  of  potatoes,  nearly 
1,000,000  tons  of  hay,  mid  1,871,861  gallons  of 
wine.  As  regards  flocks  and  herds,  there  were  of 
horses  1,064,655;  cattle,  7,878,782;  sheep,  65,- 
9'S.765i  P'g$.  822,337— making  a  grand  total  of 
75.6Si,539.  An  analysis  of  these  returns  dem- 
onstrates the  very  curious  fact  that,  taking  the 
population  at  2,715,792,  there  was  nearly  a  square 
mile  for  each  inhabitant,  while  the  flocks  and  herds 
stood  at  24.38  per  each  square  mile.  The  revenue 
raised  by  the  colonists  for  the  year  1879  amounted 
10  Z"r5.927r4sS,  and  in  1S0V  had  amounted  to 
'^17,069,016,  while  the  value  of  the  imports  ir. 
creased  lo  ^45,060,666,  and  that  of  the  exports  to 
^4S,866,i6S.

Stales  amounted  to  a  value  of  $1,730,838  in  1881 
against  1,523,658  in  1880.
